Miss Stiffler was conscious, 
but it was thought best to put her 
under the influence of an opiate. 


The victim of the accident was 


born here November 21, 1881, and 
would have been thirty-one years 
old her next birthday. She was the 
daughter of Ol Stifller, who is dead,

North Julian street. She was also a 
niece of Frank and Wilse Stiffler, 220 
South Pearl street, and Mrs. W. J. 
Ogden, 313 East Eighth street Her 
father died in San Diego, Cal., last 
fall.

THE TESTIMOHY OF A CASHIER 


Hearing Being Held at Logamport in 


Case Involving the Estate of the

Logansport, Ind., July 13.—Daniel P. 


Baldwin, a former attorney general ot 
Indiana, "robbed Peter to pay Paul," 
according to Lawrence Wiles of Indi- 
anapolis, formerly cashier of the Bald- 
wln-Dague bank at Goodland, when on 
tt« witness stand In the Baldwin tax 
ease, which is being heard in the Cass 
Circuit court before Judge fillet of 
Peru. Wiles said that Baldwin would 
give his unsecured note and draw on 
one bank to cover a deficiency in an- 
other of the defunct banks. Wiles tes- 
tified that Baldwin had little cash on 
deposit in any of his banks and that 
he did business more on his name than 
on his money. 


The executor of the estate is trying 


by this action to remove $30,000 in al- 
leced unpaid taxes placed on the tax 
duplicate by the county assessor. The 
executor asserts that Baldwin was a 
BOOT man instead of wealthy as gen- 
erally believed. It is expected that it 
wfll take about two or three weeks to 
try the case.

To change the leader- 
ship and organization of the house a 
this time means to bring confusion 
upon those who have been success- 
fully engaged in the steady working 
out of a great and comprehensive 
scheme for the betterment of our so- 
cial, industrial and civic conditions. 
Such a change would substitute a 
purposeless confusion, a violent and 
hurtful oscillation between the posi- 
tions of the extreme radical and the 
extreme reactionary, for the present 
orderly progress along the lines of a 
carefully thought out policy. • 


Perhaps the peculiar merit of ^al. 


laws is best shown by the fact that 
while they have aroused the deepest 
anger of the reactionaries, of the men 
who make a fetish of wealth, they

lightly to be jeopardized; for it 
would be to the last degree foolish to 
secure here and there a small benefit 
it the cost of general business de- 
pression. But whenever a given rate 
or schedule becomes evidently disad- 
vantageous to the nation, because of 
he changes which go on from year to 
vear in our conditions, and where it 
s feasible to change this rate of 
schedule without too much disloca- 
ion of the system, it will be done; 
while a general revision of the rates 
and schedules will be undertaken 
whenever it shall appear to be sober 
busines sense of our people that, on 
the whole, the benefits to be derived 
from making such changes will out- 
weigh the disadvantages;

put water, especially soapy water, on 
a turquoise, as it discolors it at once 
Alcohol has a similar effect. If the 
jewels must be cleaned send them tc 
a reliable jeweJer. Keep the stones 
in a dark place, and do not wear 
them constantly in strong sunlight. 
Pearls, the most valuable of 
them, 


deteriorate easily. 
In contact with 


an acid they are affected as lime or 
marble would be, and if subjected to 
fire are transformed into a limelike 
substance. 
Some women whose 


hands perspire freely find it impossi- 
ble to wear pearls next to the skin on 
account df discoloration. 
This is 


rare, as ordinarily the owner of a 
handsome pearl necklace is advised 
to wear it frequently lest it lose lus- 
ter from being packed in a dark place 
away from -the air. 


Pearls that have discolored may 


sometimes be treated by taking off 
the outer layer, but this is an exceed- 
ingly difficult operation, which be- 
comes impossible if the interior color 
is affected. Never wash the hands 
without removing a peari ring, and 
guard against sudden knocks, as the 
stones break or* chip with rough us- 
age. 


Even worse than water in its ef- 


fect on stones is excessive light. Em- 
eralds, rubies and sapphires, among 
colored stones, suffer least, but re- 
cent experiments show that they are 
not exempt. Two rubies of the "same 
size and shade were tested for two 
years, the one kept in a showcase, 
the other from all light. At the end 
of that time the showcase stone had 
Become perceptibly lighter in color. 


Light will turn garnets paler iu u 


short time, while it has the contrary 
effect of darkening a topaz and caus- 
ing it to lose its luster. 


Diamonds are probably the least 


sensitive of all stones and the nwsl 
easily restored to condition, but it is 
not.prudent to take them too near 
the fire. They lose most 
of their 


brilliancy through dust, so it is for- 
tunate that they are not injured by 
scrubbing with soap and water. To 
give a high luster wash in pure alco- 
hol and polish with jewelers' saw- 
dust. 


The modern cutting is more brilli- 


ant than that of a generation or two 
ago, so that if one has handsome old 
diamonds it pays to have them recut. 
What they lose in size is made up in 
brilliancy.

The most sensitive of all stones is 


he opal. Sot only does it suffer al- 
ways from excess of heat, but it is 
sensitive to changes of temperature 
>y reason of its chemical composi- 
ion. It is also affected perceptibly 
>y the wearer. A stone that is full 
if fire on one person grows dull and 
nstreless if worn for any length' of 
ime by another. Just what coridi- 
ion of the wearer produces this dull- 
ng effect is not known, one dealer in 
tones traces it to much uric acid in 
lie system. 
All stones depend for their brilli- 
nce upon being kept clean. A dull, 
ingy ring is as much of a disgrace 
o the wearer as soiled hands. Stones 
n constant use should be washed at 
east -once a week. Jewelers' boxes 
ontaining chamois 
skin, 
sawdust, 


issue paper and brushes for clean- 
ing, under faucets are put up in corn- 


act form at small cost. If a ring or 
in is rubbed up light 
on a dry 


Jiamois skin or soft silk each time it 
is put on it will retain its brilliancy 
much longer.

has been the weakest in the office 
since the civil war. His party re- 
pealed the county option law which 
was the price of his victory. 
That 


one act tells the story of the admin- 
istration's "achievements." His ad- 
ministration has been a travesty'on 
business. The state has had saddled 
on it an army of expense office hold- 
ers who are not 
needed 
and 
the 


state's finances are so muddled that 
a bond issue, to pay current expen- 
ses, is a threatening prospect. Gov- 
ernor Marshall, has displayed neither 
strength nor ability as an executive. 
He is the first governor of Indiana 
to lower the bars to the prize fighters 
and close his eyes to the violation of 
the .law. 


Mr. Marshall's candidacy for the 


presidency was regarded as a joke, 
both by Republicans and Democrats. 
Democrats of the State_used his name 
as a shield behind which a John Kern 
boom was cnnceiled. We are half of 
the opinion that Tom Tagart in ursr- 
ing Marshall's nomination 
for 
the 


vice presidency played ,a huge joke 
on those who had fought so loudly 
for a progressive ticket. 


There is nothing progressive about 


Marshall. 
Compared to him, Uncle 


Joe Cannon is a wild-eyed insurgent. 
Marshal! is so reactionary that he 
didn't know to make a living at the 
law and retain his self respect, and 
he knows so little about the law'that 
he attempted to write a new consti- 
tution without consulting the people. 
As governor, Mr. Marshall has been a 
bitter partisan. 
He is a 
narrow- 


gauge man in a big office and his 
nomination for vice president is a 
great handicap to Woodrow Wilson. 


Should the Democratic party be 


successful in November, and should 
misfortune come to Woodrow Wilson, 
the elevation of Tom Marshall to the 
presidency would be a national cal- 
amity.

APPAUJNG CHAPTER OF CRIME 


A Supplementary Report Submitted by 


Sir Roger Casement Sets Out That 
For the Twelve Thousand Tons of 
Rubber Secured "by British Company 
and Sold in England Toll Was Taken 
of the Lives of 30,000 Indian Slaves. 


London, July 13.—In the shape of a 


supplementary report to the foreign 
office, a sensational chapter in the re- 
port of Sir Roger Casement, the Brit- 
ish consul general at Rio Janeiro, who 
was sent by the British government to 
the Amazon to investigate stories of 
outrages on natives in the rubber 
district, 
has 
come out, which 


shows that there has practically been 
a total failure on the part of the Pe- 
ruvian government to respond to the 
demand for a reform of the rubber 
atrocities in the Putamayo district. 


A mass of official correspondence, 


which was also filed, completes the 
story and indicates generally the cor- 
dial co-operation of the state depart- j 
ment at Washington with the British ' 
foreign office to secure a remedy for 
the abuses. The second Casement re-> 
port indicates that Peru not only did 
nothing-, but seemed to have no inten- 
tion of taking any action. 
All the 


masures taken by that government 
were dilatory and feeble and wholly 
ineffective. 


On revisiting the country In Octo- 


ber, 191],y^-'r Roger Casement says he 
found the-" abuses of which the first 
diplomatic protests were filed In 1910, 
still prevailing. He says the crimes, of 
the Putamayo district, horrible as they 
are, have their counterparts In other 
remote regions in the same lawless 
forest. He found men who were in- 
dicted as the worst criminals and who 
were supposed to be threatened with 
arrest, carrying on work, or, when fu- 
gitives from justice, carrying off num- 
bers of captive Indians for sale or at 
Blave labor in other regions. 


No reforms promised by Peru, ac- 


cording to. Sir Roger's report, have 
been carried out. The civilized meth- 
ods of the plantation have been aban- 
doned and the old rubber collecting 
methods resumed. The returns show 
that the 12,000 tons of rubber collected 
In twelve years produced from $5,000,- 
000 to $7.500,000 and entailed the 
death of 30,000 Indians, whose bones 
are scattered through the forest and 
have made places resemble battle- 
fields. The responsibility for this, ac- 
cording to Sir Roger, is strictly Brit- 
ish, as the whole output of the region 
Is placed on the English market and 
conveyed from Iquitos In British bot- 
toms. Some employes are British sub- 
jects and the commercial future of the 
district is dependent upon British cap- 
ital.

Minority Leader of Committee Which 


Investigated the Lorlmer Case Is Ac- 
cused by the Illinois Member.of "a 
Willful and Deliberate Attempt to 
Misrepresent the Record."—Kern 
Disturbed and Is Expected to Reply.

Washington, July 13.—William Lori- 


mer, in an impassioned speech that 
lasted more than five hours in the sen- 
ate, continued his remarkable defense 
of hia title to a seat, in that body, his 
effort being more dramatic even than 
his speech of the day before. 
He 


thundered up and down the center 
aisle of the senate chamber denounc- 
ing his enemies, challenging others, 
and all the titme giving an example 
of self-possession and courage which 
commanded respect, however the mer- 
its of the case were viewed. Lorimer 
ended the day exhausted from his ef- 
fort, and a recess was taken until to- 
day to allow him to conclude. Then 
the vote will be had. 


The senator began by denunciation 


of President Taft and closed with a 
savage attack on Senator John W. 
Kern of Indiana, who wrote the mi 
norlty report declaring that Lorimer's 
title to his seat was obtained through1 
corrupt methods and practices. 


The senator declared that President 


Tatf had planned an attack on him in 
the dark. He quoted President Taft's 
letter to Colonel Roosevelt on the 
Lorimer case and called attention to 
the fact that on the date when the 
letter was written and the president 
expressed the hope that the fight 
•gainst Lorimer might be won, he 
could not have read the record of tes- 
timony taken in the case, for the print- 
ed copies were not delivered to the 
senate committee until the day after 
the letter was written. 


Quoting from the president's letter 


to Colonel Roosevelt, the words, "1 
want to win; so do you," the Illinois 
senator stormed up the aisle repeating 
again and finally fairly hissing the 
words "Win? Win what?" he cried 
"Win a contest? If BO, what kind of a 
contest? Was it in the open, with a 
free field, a fair fight and no favor? 
Did the president hand to Lorimer 
sword and a shield with a warning 
that Lorimer should defend himself? 
No! No!" he shouted, "they were tn 
sneak up behind him like a thief in 
the dark of the night and strike him 
on the back of the head with a clul 
and dash out his brains." 


Senator Lorimer added that Presi 


dent Taft had fallen among the con 
spirators. Among these conspirators 
he named William J. Bryan, Theodon 
Roosevelt and certain. Chicago news 
papers, who he said were the "mos 
corrupt set of newspaper publishers in 
the country, capable of conspiring to 
commit any act to aid in the destruc 
tion of the man they had set out to 
destroy, even to the extent of takin 
life." 


He' referred to H. H. Kohlsaat. a 


Chicago publisher, as a "holier than 
thou Pharisee," and said that the so! 
purpose in reopening his case was no 
because they expected to produce anj 
new evidence, but because the person 
nl of the senate had changed ami th< 
case would be tried by new judges 
Senator Lorimer charged that Cover 
•nor'Deneen in replying to the message 
that had been sent to him by senator 
had deliberately tried to mislead thi 
senate and had acted a lie. 


"I learned at my mother's knee tha 


it was jnst as bad to act a lie as i 
was to tell a lie, and Governor Deneer 
acted a lie," shouted the senator. 


Toward the close of his speech Sen 


ator Lorimer turned savagely in the 
direction of the seat usually occupier 
by Senator Kern and denounced tha 
senator for a "willful and deliberat 
attempt to misrepresent the record in 
the Lorimer case in statements mad' 
In the minority report." Senator Kern 
was absent from the chamber, bu 
was sent for and came in toward thi 
close of Senator Lorimer's speech. H 
appeared very, ranch disturbed, and i 
is expected will reply. 


Declaring that Kern .had said tha 


be (Lorimer) had been guilty of politi 
eal wrongdoing, and that he ha( 
sought to convey the impression tha 
the accused senator had been guilt; 
of •"subornation of perjury." Lorime 
challenged the senator from Indian; 
' to prove his charges, saying that if he 
did so he (Lorimer) would retire a 
once. 


"Come on. Senator Kern," yellec 


Lorimer In concluding his attack upon 
Kern, "you who have slimed this rec- 
ord, come here and make good and 
will keep my word." 


One startling feature of Senator 


Larimer's speech was a notice that he 
served on his colleagues that the case 
would'not be ended If the senate voted 
to oust him. "While I live and am 
given the strength, regardless of the 
action of the senate, this fight will go 
on," yelled Larimer, "and on and on 
until all the people of the world will 
come to .know of this case as the five 
senators who sat and heard every-line 
of the testimony have reported it."
